And whereas the Central Government is satisfied that due care has been taken so that miniimim intY tnvenien c e and 
hardships are caused to the owners or occupiers of the land, building, stre^ road, passage, nullah etc. and the acquisition 
of the right of the user in the land, building, street, road, passage, nullah etc. shown in the plan is inesc^pi^le for 
construction of Metro Railway fiom Novara to Barasat; 

And whereas the plan of the area, mentioned in the said Schedule may be inspected in the Office of the General 
Manager, Metro Railway, Kolkata or his nominees; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confored by sub-section (1) of Section 21 of the Metro Railways 

(Construction of Works) Act, 1978 (33 of 1978) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the Central Government herdiy 

directs under clause (a) of sub-section (1) of Section 21 of the said Act diat no building or dny other construction shall be 

madeordone above the proposed Metro alignment or on any land within fire various widths mentionedinthe accompanying 

Schedule on dfiier side of the proposed Metro structures, within one year from the.date of publication of this notification.

2. Where there are any buildings or structures or utilities already exist on such land as mentioned in the said 
Schedule, the same may be reqwed to be demolished or altered to ensure construction activities or execution of the 
proposed Metro lines. 

3. Every person shall be bound to comply with these directions, as specified in sub-section (5) of Section 21 of the 

saidAct. 

4. Any pason who sustains any loss or damagein consequence of these directions shall bepaid an amount whidbi 
shall be determined by an order of the compdent authority in the first instance ^nd if file amount determined by the 
competait authority is not accq>table to either of the parties, the amount shall, on an appeal preferred by either of the 
parties, within sixty days fium the date of the order of the competent au&ority, to the Appellate Authority, be detemun^ by 
an ordff of the Appellate Audiority,
